5. Claims 1-3 objected to because of the following informalities: 
The claims should be numbered using Arabic numerals. 
Each claim should be in the form of a single sentence only. 

Terms such as "diaphragm/tire" and terms set in parentheses, such as "it(they" 
are confusing and should be avoided. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

6. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or 
agent.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

10. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hayford. 
The patent to Hayford shows a tire inflation valve which uses a diaphragm 4 to 

inflate the tire. The valve body is considered to extend through a hole in the tire.

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Zarotti. 
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The patent to Zarotti discloses a bladder 4 for use in the tire and connected to 
the atmosphere through a hole in the tire to adjust the pressure in the tire. 

12. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Orchowski. 
The valve disclosed by the Orchowski patent includes two springs and two 

moveable valves 19, 22 as shown in figures 1 and 2; or two valves 35, 36 as shown in 
figures 3 and 4. 

Conclusion 

13. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references show additional tire inflating valves and devices.
